They have donated over $50 million to 254 
universities acrossthe nation, including EMPORIASTATEUNIVERSITY, 
WICHITA STATE UNIVERSITY, KANSAS STATE UNIVERSITY, 
WASHBURN UNIVERSITY, & WICHITA STATE UNIVERSITY. 



There is mounting evidence that their donations to universities come with strings attached, 
lending them inappropriate controls that bias curriculum and research. Said research 
is often translated into policy, which can (and appears to have) result(ed) a greater 
dependence on private donors for universities, making them more inclined to be lenient 
when agreeing to certain restrictions donors place on donations. You'll see here that when 
the Kochs fund a candidate, it's likely they are that candidate's top contributor.
